Johnson^ 
Successor 
Talk  War 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)- President-elect  Nixon 
conferred  with  President  Johnson 
Monday  in  a session  which  could 
shape  his  role— if  he  is  to  have  one 
now— in  efforts  to  settle  the  war 
in  Vietnam. 

“We’re  going  to  discuss  all  those 
things,”  Republican  Nixon  said  of 
the  suggestion  that  he  might  send 
a representative  to  the  Paris  peace 
negotiations  during  the  10-week 
transition  between 
administrations. 

Nixon  has  said  he  may  dispatch 
representatives  abroad,  but  would 
do  so  only  with  the  approval  of 
the  President  and  Secretary  of 
State  Dean  Rusk. 

Nixon  and  Johnson  exchanged 
smiles,  handclasps  and  banter  as 
the  President  greeted  the  man 
who  will  succeed  him  on  Jan.  20. 

Then,  their  wives  following,  the 
two  men  went  inside  the 
executive  mansion  for  a luncheon 
in  the  family  dining  room. 

Vietnam  was  a dominant  theme 
as  the  men  discussed  the  problems 
of  the  transfer  in  power  form  the 
Democratic  administration  to  that 
of  the  Republican  president-elect. 

An  Air  Force  jet  flew  Nixon 
and  his  wife,  Pat,  from 
Opa-Locka,  Fla.  to  chilly  Andrews 
Air  Force  Base  in  suburban 
Maryland  for  the  White  House 
meeting. 

The  Nixons  drove  into  the  city 
in  a black  limousine  and  went 
straight  to  the  White  House, 

As  the  President  greeted  his 
successor,  their  representatives  in 
transition  arrangements,  Charles 
S.  Murphy  for  the  White  House; 
Franklin  B.  Lincoln  Jr.  for  Nixon, 
talked  nearby.

Apparently  referring  to 
Communist  China,  he  added: 
“You  must  remember  that  both 
our  countries  face  the  same  threat 
in  Asia  and  you  know  who  I 
mean.” 

The  informants  appeared 
convinced  that  peace  would  come 
to  Vietnam,  despite  the  present 
deadlock  in  Paris,  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

They  said  Vietnam  was  no 
longer  an  impediment  in  their 
eyes  to  fruitful  talks  with  the 
Americans  on  a number  of  issues. 

But  they  agreed  that  the  Soviet 
occupation  of  Czechoslovakia 
probably  meant  postponing  any 
formal  negotiations,  especially  on 
European  problems,  until  after 
Nixon’s  inauguration.  They  hope 
that  by  that  time  tensions  will 
have  eased  in  Europe. 

All  expressed  uneasiness, 
however,  about  the  course  of 
events  in  the  Middle  East, 
particularly  in  Jordan.  They 
expressed  belief  the  other  Arab 
countries  would  turn  on  King 
Hussein  of  Jordan  if,  as  has  been 
widely  rumored,  he  attempted  to 
reach  a separate  peace  agreement 
with  Israel. 

This  would  again  set  that 
troubled  region  aflame  in  a 
conflict  that  could  involve  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  in  a confrontation  neither 
country  wants,  the  informants 
said. 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP) 
— The  U.N.  General  Assembly 
opened  its  annual  China  debate 
Monday  with  all  signs  pointing  to 
another  rejection  of  bids  to  expel 
the  Chinese  Nationalists  and  seat 
the  Peking  regime  in  the  world 
organization. 

The  vote  is  expected  Friday. 

Nationalist  China’s  Foreign 
Minister  Wei  Tae-ming  told  the 
125-nation  assembly  that  Red 
China  was  unfit  for  U.N. 
membership  and  that  its  seating 
would  “bring  in  its  train  a 
multitude  of  new  problems  which 
may  well  undermine  the  very 
existence  of  the  United  Nations.” 
‘LAWFUL  REPRESENTATIVE’ 

Cambodian  Ambassador  Huet 
Sambath  had  led  off  the  debate 
with  an  appeal  for  the  seating  of 
Peking  as  “the  lawful 
representative”  of  China.  He 
blamed  the  United  States  and 
other  “imperialists”  for  keeping 
Red  China  out  of  the  United 
Nations. 

Although  the  Cambodian 
delegation  and  the  Communist 
bloc  walked  out  of  the  blue  and 
gold  chamber  as  a gesture  of  scorn 
during  Wei’s  speech,  it  appeared 
Peking  would  be  given  its  worst 
defeat  in  four  years. 

Nationalist  China’s  supporters, 
who  have  usually  made  accurate 
forecasts,  predicted  the  vote 
would  be  60  against  seating 
Peking  and  44  in  favor.  A year  ago 
the  vote  was  58-45. 


Wei  called  the  Peking 
government  a bogus  regime  which 
he  said  had  “committed  untold 
crimes  against  the  Chinese 
people  . . . and  flouted,  and 
continues  to  flout,  the  basic 
principles  and  purposes  of  the 
United  Nations.” 

“A  regime  that  promotes  war 
and  insurgency,”  he  said,  “that 
preaches  force  and  violence,  that 
claims  the  right  to  interfere  in  the 
internal  affairs  of  other  countries, 
that  makes  use  of  its  diplomatic 
missions  to  subvert  the  host 


countries,  has  obviously  no  place 
in  an  organization  dedicated  to 
the  maintenance  of  international 
peace  and  security.” 

Sambath  urged  the  assembly  to 
end  “the  injustice  perpetrated  by 
the  U.S.  government  against  the 
Chinese  people.”  He  further 
demanded  that  Formosa  be 
handed  over  by  the  United  States 
to  the  Chinese  Communists. 

He  rejected  a “two  Chinas” 
policy  under  which  both  the 
Chinese  Nationalists  and  the 
Peking  regime  would  have  U.N.

'Devils  Beware  — Cats  Still  Tough

. At  the  first  of  the  season. 
Cougar  head  man  Tommy 
Hudspeth  warned  BYU  fans  that 
the  Cats  may  not  win  every  game 
this  year.  But  at  the  same  time  he 
promised  that  his  team  would  put 
on  an  exciting  show. 

Without  exception,  this  promise 
of  breathtaking  football  has  been 
fulfiUed. 

Even  in  losing,  the  Mountain 
Cats  have  done  it  in  spectacular 
fashion.  Hudspeth  has  proved  that 
Cougar  Stadium  on  a Saturday 
afternoon  is  no  place  for  the 
faint-hearted. 

Lack  of  speed  has  been  singled 
out  as  the  one  major  factor  in 
keeping  the  team  from  a winnii^ 
season.  There  is  validity  to  this 
argument,  of  course,  but  perhaps 
this  angle  could  now  be 
characterized  as  the  proverbial 
horse  which  has  been  ridden  to 
death. 

Lack  of  depth  and  devastating 
injuries  should  also  be  cited  as 
having  at  least  as  much 
importance  to  the  lack  of  success 
this  year. 

Coach  Hudspeth’s  first  year  at 
BYU  featured  a team  nicknamed 
“the  thin  blue  line.”  The  team 


was  aptly  named  because  it  was 
made  up  of  less  than  36  players. 
But  the  personnel  available  to  the 
BYU  coaching  staff  at  this  point 
of  the  1968  season  would  make 
the  “thin  blue  line”  of  1964  look 
like  a crowd. 

A team  which  was  somewhat 
noted  for  its  experience  and  depth 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  as 
was  BYU,  has  shown  that  you  can 
never  have  too  many  good 
players.  The  Utah  State  game  last 
weekend  was  a notable  example. 
At  almost  every  position  a first 
year  man  played  for  at  least  part 
of  the  game  . . . and  many  played 
the  entire  game. 

A coach  cannot  plan  for 
injuries.  All  he  can  do  is  hope 
they  do  not  come.  But  if  they  do, 
he  must  work  with  the  situation 
as  best  he  can.  Hudspeth,  most 
observers  agree,  has  done  an 
outstanding  job  juggling  a line  up 
which  has  been  depleted  more  and 
more  by  each  succeeding  game. 

Case  in  point:  A defensive 
backfield  which  showed  definite 
promise  at  the  first  of  the  year, 
presently  contains  only  one  man 
who  played  in  the  first  game.  All 
the  others  have  been  hobbled  by 
injuries.  Yet,  even  at  the  start  of 
the  year  the  first  string  defensive 
backfield  contained  no  regulars

A vocational  information 
library  sponsored  by  the  BYU 
Counseling  Center  is  open  to 
students  to  aid  in  decisions 


Western  Collegiate  Association 
Telelecture  will  once  again  bring 
prominent  speakers  to  member 
campuses  by  telephone  this 
semester,  according  to  Tom  Judd, 
chairman  of  the  eight-school 
telephone  series. 

The  telelecture  is  one  of  the 
first  devised  methods  for  bringing 
notable  speakers  to  classrooms  of 
large  lecture  halls  by  wire  and 
enabling  two-way  communication. 

The  speaker  picks  up  the  phone 
wherever  he  is  in  the  United 
States  and  speaks  to  a potential 
audience  of  100,000  students.  He 
can  use  the  question-and-answer 
method  of  lecturing  and  thereby 
learn  the  main  areas  of  interest  of 
his  audience  which  makes  a 
speech  of  this  type  more  personal. 

“A  call  to  Washington,  D.C.,  for 
one  hour  costs  from  $20  to  $25. 
In  person  it  costs  considerably 
more  to  have  the  same  speaker 
appear  on  campus,”  said  Judd. 

In  the  past,  telelectures  through 
the  telephone  company’s 
conference  call  system  brought 
such  speakers  to  campus  as 
Governor  George  Wallace,  General 
Lewis  Hershey,  Senator  Eugene 
McCarthy,  Governor  Ronald 
Reagan,  a three-way  hook-up  with 
Senators  Wallace  Bennett,  (Utah), 
Edward  Brook,  (Mass.),  and 
Charles  Percy,  (111.). 

Telelecture  wishes  to  bring  such 
speakers  in  the  future  as  a foreign 


service  officer  from  the  State 
Department  to  discuss  political 
aspects  of  Vietnam,  a general 
from  the  Department  of  Defense 
to  discuss  military  aspects  of 
Vietnam,  a foreign  diplomat  from 
the  U.N.  and  a speaker  discussing 
how  foreign  policy  is  made. 

“Until  about  January  the 
speakers  will  be  mostly  political, 
commented  Judd.  “From  January 
on,  though,  we  will  try  to  have 
educators,  scientists,  athletes  and 
other  interesting  people  speak  to 
us,”  he  added. 

The  schools  participating  in 
telelecture  are  Arizona  State 
University,  University  of  Arizona, 
BYU,  Colorado  State  University, 
University  of  New  Mexico,  Utah 
State  University,  University  of 
Utah,  and  University  of  Wyoming.

Woman,  I Am  Man.”  Songs  ranged 
from  the  wildly  funny,  “His  Love 
Makes  Me  Beautiful”  to  the 
serious  and  beautiful,  “People.” 

The  music  by  Jule  Styne  and 
lyrics  by  Bob  Merrill  will  be  long 
remembered  after  the  original  film 
has  turned  to  dust.  “My  Man,” 
the  final  song,  is  moving  and  yet 
emits  a hope  for  the  future 
otherwise  lost. 

Directing  the  picture  was 
William  Wyler  (three-time 
academy  award  winner— one  for 
“Ben  Hur”).  Better  direction 
couldn’t  have  been  asked  for.  The 
close-ups  and  action  shots 
provided  the  finishing  touches  to 
the  production.  Staging, 
costuming,  acting  and  setting  are 
all  excellent. 

The  photography,  however,  was 
just  a little  off.  While  outstanding 
in  both  color  and  movement,  the 
outside  edges  were  blurry  at  times 
and  at  only  one  point  became 
very  distracting.  On  one  or  two 
occasions  the  blurs  did  hit  the 
center  of  the  film,  but  could  have 
been  the  fault  of  the  projector 
rather  than  the  film. 

During  the  first  half  of  the 
movie,  the  sound  was  just  a 
fraction  of  a second  off  in  the 
timing  and  the  impression  was 
that  the  voices  had  been  dubbed 
in.  This,  however,  cleared  up 
during  the  second  half— a very 
good  sign.
